30 Let me add to this that the composition addressed by the most learned Aristotle to 
Hermias of Atarneus is not à. pacan, as alleged by Demophilos, he who, suborned by 
Eurymedon, caused an indictment to be drawn against the philosopher on a charge of 
impiety, on the ground that he committed blasphemy by singing a paean to Hermias 
every day during the common meals. That the song furnishes no evidence of being a 
pacan, but rather is one kind of skolion ín itself, I will show from its own words: 
Arete, bringer of toil to the race of mortals, 
the fairest quarry in life, 








for the sake of thy maiden beauty 
is death itself a fate to be prized in Hellas, 
or the suffering of labours continued and endless.
